THE big chill covered Harlow in a blanket of snow 
this week, bringing out the best and worst in resi¬ 
dents as police reported 45 incidents of anti-social 
behaviour in just a few hours. 

While most people enjoyed sledging and building snowmen, 
groups of youths threw snowballs at traffic, including an ambu¬ 
lance. The elderly and mums with children were also targeted. 

Crime reduction officer Graham Anthony, of Harlow Police, said 
most of the complaints originated from Staple Tye, The Stow and 
Edinburgh Way, adding that those responsible had stretched police 
resources and could have created a real danger. 

“We did the best we could but the levels of anti-social behaviour 
were very disappointing,” he said. 

It is thought the youths, some in gangs of up to 20, were lacing 
snowballs with stones to ensure maximum destruction when they 
struck targets. 

Although nobody was injured, the issue is due to be discussed at 
the next meeting of the Safer Harlow Partnership to see if anything 
can be done to prevent such behaviour being repeated in the future.

More jobs gloom as 
Truck-Lite makes 74 
workers redundant 

JOBLESS figures have risen again in Harlow 
after one of the town’s major employers 
announced scores of redundancies. 

Truck-Lite, a leading manufacturer and 
supplier of vehicle lighting, electrical 
harnessing and mirror systems, has shed 74 
workers following a 30-day consultation 
period. 

And there could be further misery on the jobs 
front after catering firm 3663, which operates 
out of Greenways in Harlow Business Park, 
admitted this week it is also looking to reduce 
its workforce. 

Truck-Lite has its Euopean head office, 
distribution centre and technical site in the 
town. 

Human resources director Duncan Turner said 
the redundancies were necessary to secure the 
longer term future of employees in the town 
during the recession. 

But one disgruntled employee told the Star: 
“There are a lot of people who work there, 
some for many years, and the company has 
done nothing for those who are being made 
redundant. 

“They have no clue what they should do or 
where to go, what their rights are and how they 
go about finding them out.” 

Reduced demand for products or services was 
the reason given in an official redundancy 
notification. 

Of the 392 employees at the Barrows Road 
site, 51 manual workers were axed along with 
nine clerical, 10 professional and four 
managerial/technical staff. 

Harlow MP Bill Rammell said he was 
extremely disappointed about the job losses

car park plunge 
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ONE man died and ano¬ 
ther was seriously injured 
after falling from multi¬ 
storey car parks in Harlow. 

The incidents, which are not 
connected, happened at Term¬ 
inus Street and Wych Elm 
within days of each other. 

A 35-year-old man, who has 
not been formally named, plunged 
to his death opposite the bus sta¬ 
tion in front of shocked onlookers 
at about 6pm last Wednesday. 

Mourners this week laid floral 
tributes at the spot where he died. 

One message read: “RIP Chris 
love from the lads.” Another card 
bore the message: “Bless you. I 
wish I could have stopped you.” 

Three ambulance crews, 
including two rapid response cars, 
were scrambled to the scene after 
witnesses called to report the inci¬ 
dent. 

Paramedics tried in vain for an 
hour to resuscitate the man, 
understood to be from Harlow, 
before pronouncing him dead at 
the scene. 

Harriett Kent-Poe (25), who

said she was walking to collect 
her car at the time. 

“As I walked to get my car after 
I finished work I saw a lady cry¬ 
ing hysterically,” she said. 

“I think she was the person who 
called the ambulance. The police 
had blocked off the road; no-one 
could see anything. The body was 
covered up by the police.” 

A post mortem examination 
was due to be carried out this 
week. Police are not treating the 
incident as suspicious and have 
passed the file to a coroner. 

On Saturday a man in his 70s 
was taken to Princess Alexandra 
Hospital for treatment to serious 
head and leg injuries after falling 
from the Wych Elm car park. 

Staff at the nearby NHS Walk- 
in Centre ran out to help shortly 
after 9am and summoned an 
ambulance. 

Police are not treating the inci¬ 
dent as suspicious and it is under¬ 
stood the man, who has not been 
named, has since been dis¬ 
charged.

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After heavy snowfalls transform Harlow into a winter 


Three days in 


MUCH of Harlow is still 
suffering the aftermath of 
the worst snow fall seen in 
the region for 18 years. 

Four days after up to nine 
inches of snow fell in the town, 
bringing with it plummeting 
temperatures which created 
dangerous blankets of ice, many 
pavements and cycle tracks have 
not been treated by county

council workmen, making them 
treacherous to negotiate. 

Harlow Council said it had asked 
contractors to grit most public areas 
as well as those outside sheltered 
accommodation throughout the 
town to make them accessible. 


But up to 40 elderly residents have 
become trapped in their own homes 
because thick ice still covers 
walkways outside. 

George Brown (85), who lives in 
the council-run complex of 
properties in Risdens, said 
yesterday (Wednesday): “There are 
40 bungalows and [the residents] 
can’t get out and about. 

“It’s been three days and it still 
hasn’t been touched. Many of the 
residents must be running low on 
things now but they can’t get to the 
shops.” 

Although access to front doors of 
Desormeaux Bungalows had been 
cleared, one resident said the 
pavement outside the complex was 
still untreated and was dangerously 
slippery. 

Essex County Council, which is 
responsible for ensuring footpaths 
are safe, has also come in for 
criticism after residents in 
Peterswood were virtually cut off. 
They said they were unable to grit 
their road because the authority had 
failed to fill up a salt bin. 

They were left to to buy their own 
grit to treat the road surface in 
order for them to get out and about. 
A county council spokesman said it 
regularly refilled the bins and 
added that, where there was spare 
capacity, its workmen were treating 
walkways. However he added the 
authority's primary concern 
following Sunday’s heavy snowfall 
was to make sure the primary road 
network across the county was 
gritted to ensure drivers' safety. 

The weather brought most of the 
town to a standstill with many 
headteachers deciding to close 
schools on Monday, with some even 
staying shut on Tuesday because of 
staffing problems and health and 
safely concerns. 

Roads were gridlocked as motorists

Matter of facts

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Cocaine pair 
caught after 
police swoop 

TWO men who admitted 
possessing cocaine with intent 
to supply have been spared jail 
by a judge. 

Patrick Orange (30) and Darren 
Mills (30), both of Rushes 
Mead, Harlow, were instead 
given a community order and a 
suspended jail term respectively 
after police found cocaine worth 
up to £1,400 at their home. 
Orange, who rented a room in 
the house and had merely 
touched a container with the 
drugs in it and had taken 
messages, was given a 12-month 
community order to do 100 
hours of unpaid work by Judge 
Peter Fenn at Chelmsford Crown 
Court. 

Mills was given a 12-month jail 
sentence suspended for 18 
months and ordered to attend a 
drug rehabilitation programme. 
Sarah Vine, prosecuting, said 
police raided the property in 
December 2007 and found 
wraps of cocaine in containers 
in the kitchen and digital scales. 
The purity of the drug was 
between nine and 60 per cent. 
Orange arrived at the house later 
and was arrested while Mills, 
who was contacted by 
telephone, later gave himself up. 
Sentencing the pair, Judge Fenn 
said Orange’s was a technical 
offence and told Mills: “I am 
going to give you a chance of 
carrying on your good work to 
rid yourself of the addiction.”

A BOY of five has been 
kept waiting 18 months 
to receive treatment for a 
persistent ear infection. 

Charlie Millross has endu¬ 
red a foul-smelling discharge 
from his ear since August 
2007 but despite many trips 
to his GP and a Princess 
Alexandra Hospital consult¬ 
ant, he is still suffering. 

He was first referred to PAH’s 
ear, nose and throat department 
in October 2007 but after suffer¬ 
ing a perforated eardrum the fol¬ 
lowing month, his worried 
grandparents paid for him to see 
a private consultant who suggest¬ 
ed he might have a chol¬ 
esteatoma, an abnormal skin 
growth behind the ear drum. 

Almost nine months later he 
was sent for a CT scan and in 
October last year his parents 
learned the private consultant’s 
diagnosis was correct. 

However, despite receiving the 
scan results almost four months 
ago, Charlie is still waiting to 
undergo mastoid surgery.

His mother Hayley Luck (28), 
of Moorfield, said the infection 
had knocked his confidence and 
affected his school work. 

St James’ Primary pupil 
Charlie has been taunted by 
classmates and fallen behind in 
class, leaving him on the special 
needs register. The infection has 
also affected his hearing and he 
is seeing a speech therapist. 

“His ear weeps constantly and 
needs cleaning all the time,” said 
Miss Luck. “Sometimes he 


wakes up in the night sweating 
because the infection is affecting 
the rest of his body. 

“It’s really knocked his confi¬ 
dence and he can’t do the things 
normal little boys do. It’s very 
frustrating and I’m also worried 
about all the antibiotics he’s been 
given. I’ve made an official com¬ 
plaint and been told the waiting 
lists are very long.”

contract was the level of invest¬ 
ment required to meet new EU 
legislation on eradicating mercu¬ 
ry emissions.

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PAH winning 
war against 
deadly bugs 

INFECTION rates at Princess 
Alexandra Hospital have fallen 
again. 

Latest figures show that since 
April 2008 the hospital reported a 
total of six cases of MRSA 
compared with 18 cases this time 
last year. 

The number of cases of 
Clostridium difficile have also 
plummeted, with 23 recorded 
incidents during the past nine 
months. 

PAH is now one of country’s best 
performing hospitals and is 
currently being showcased by the 
Department of Health as one of 
three hospital sites across the 
country leading the way in setting 
standards of good practice. 

During 2007/08 there were 22 
cases of MRSA - exactly half the 
number of cases recorded at PAH 
three years ago. Last year saw a 
total of 122 C.diff cases in all age 
groups compared to 315 in people 
aged over 65 two years ago. 

Dr Shico Visuvanthan, consultant 
microbiologist and director of 
infection prevention and control, 
said: “We are continuing to make 
real progress in reducing C.diff. 
This is in part because of the 
rigorous and effective antibiotic 
regime we introduced last year but 
also because of the hard work and 
vigilance of staff. 

“The enlarged cleaning teams at 
the hospital are continuing to have 
a real impact with every clinical 
area being cleaned once a day and 
several times a day where traces of 
C.diff are found.” 


Banker in boat brawl 
avoids jail sen tence 



A BANKER who threw a 
punch at a pleasure boat cap¬ 
tain after being ejected for 
drunkenly abusing passengers 
has been given 100 hours of 
community service. 

Christopher Liddard (23) lashed 
out at Martin Welsh after he and his 
brother Andrew Liddard (28) were 
thrown off the Millennium of 
Peace at Tower Bridge on 
June 2, 2007. 

In the scuffle that followed, 
Mr Welsh's second in com¬ 
mand - Michael Reed (67) - 
collapsed and died of a heart 
attack. 

Following a trial at the 
Old Bailey, Christopher 
Liddard, of Challinor, 
Harlow, was cleared of the 
I manslaughter of Mr Reed. 
But jurors were unable to 
reach a verdict on his 
brother who will now 
face a retrial in July. 

On Friday Christopher 
returned to the Old Bailey 
for sentence. He was 
ordered to carry out 100 
hours of unpaid work after 
he admitted a charge of com¬ 
mon assault against Mr Walsh.

“You, together with your brother and a 
friend, boarded the pleasure cruiser. 
There were many passengers on board 
enjoying the early summer evening and 
your brother’s loutish and boorish 
behaviour led the captain to ask the 
three of you to disembark and you all 
eventually did so. 

“Whilst your brother was being 
restrained by your friend, you swung a 
full-blooded and wild punch at the cap¬ 
tain who had been doing his best to deal 
with a difficult situation.

He added: “I don’t accept that there 
was provocation. In my view Mr Welsh 
was trying to deal with a very difficult 
situation indeed. 

“I am just persuaded that this is not 
an appropriate case for a custodial sen¬ 
tence.” 

Liddard was also ordered to pay £70 
costs. 

During the trial of the brothers the 
jury was told that father-of-three Mr 
Reed had been married for 44 years and 
had suffered heart problems since 
2001.

'Vigilante' thugs 
jailed for assault 

TWO thugs who launched a brutal 
attack on a vulnerable young man in a 
park have been jailed for a total of 
seven years. 

Victim Kelvin Ward suffered a broken jaw 
requiring surgery in what was described as a 
vigilante attack. 

Jailing David Townsend (19), of Spinning Wheel 
Mead, Harlow, for three years and Daniel Moore 
(19), from Chelmsford, for four years, Judge 
Anthony Goldstaub QC told them: “This was a vul¬ 
nerable young man. You attacked him and when he 
was on the ground begging for mercy, you kicked 
and stamped on his head. 

“He received a fractured jaw and other injuries 
and one witness said his face exploded with blood.” 

Townsend and Moore, who carried out the attack 
in Chelmsford, had both denied but were found 
guilty of causing grievous bodily harm with intent 
to Kelvin Ward in December 2007. 

Chelmsford Crown Court had been told Kelvin 
suffered severe learning difficulties which resulted 
in him having the intellectual capacity of a child of 
five or six. 

He had received a text asking him to go to the 
park. Prosecuting, Peter Clark said that when he 
arrived, he was knocked to the ground and subject¬ 
ed to a sustained and vicious assault. 

“If this was a vigilante-style attack, there was no 
excuse for it,” added Mr Clark. 

Mr Ward, who had received a police caution for 
sexually touching a 10-year-old child, was 
“assumed to be the victim of some grievance”, said 
the judge.

A MAN recovering from 
heart surgery has been evict¬ 
ed after housing chiefs ruled 
he was not eligible for a 
council home. 

Electrician Alan Henderson, 
pictured above , was given just 
seven days to pack his bags and 
leave his temporary accommoda¬ 
tion in Altham Grove, Harlow. 

Mr Henderson (47) has worked all 
his life and has rented in the private 
sector since losing his house in the 
last recession during the early 1990s. 

However, he was recently made 
redundant from his job and soon 
found himself homeless and sleep-

ing on a friend’s sofa. 

Eight weeks ago he underwent a 
life-saving heart valve replacement 
and thought his luck had changed 
when Harlow Council agreed to 
house him in temporary accommo¬ 
dation while he recovered. 

But last week the authority told 
him he is not eligible for a council 
house and had to leave. 

“I am just so angry,” said Mr 
Henderson. “I just don’t know what 
you have to do in order to get housed 
by the local authority. 


“Through no fault of my own I 
lost my job and have heart problems 
and yet the council is saying they 
can’t help me. 

“I can’t get a job at the moment 
because there are none out there. I 
just don’t know what to do.” 

Mr Henderson, who has lived in 
Harlow for 14 months, claims he 
was also told he was not allowed to 
join the housing register but this was 
reversed after he complained. 

A council spokesman said it 
would not comment on individual 
cases but added it may have an inter¬ 
im duty to provide temporary 
accommodation pending the out¬ 
come of an investigation into a par¬ 
ticular application.

Centre a focus 
for the elderly

I T seems an appropriate 
time, given the 
impending reduction of 
services at Harlow’s Leah 
Manning Centre, to look 
back at the facility in its 
hey day. 

Opened in 1980 and named after 
the first post-war MP for 
Harlow, who was actively 
involved in social causes, it was 
built to serve the needs of 
elderly people who were fit and 
active as well as those who were 
housebound and disabled. 

When it opened it was hailed as one 
of the best examples of day care in 
the country due to the wide-ranging 
services it offered to the town's 
elderly population. 

Now, many services such as 
hairdressing, drop-in lunches and 
dancing look set to be off-limits to

pensioners unless they are referred 
by Social Services. 

Regular correspondent Ron Bill 
wrote to Nostalgia to tell us how the 
facility was set up with the town’s 
ageing residents in mind. 

“Older age is not the most welcome 
time of life; health is not always 100 


per cent. For people relying on the 
state pension and supplements, 
spending has to be carefully 
controlled,” he said. 

“The day centre working party 
considered these factors before 
deciding upon the type of centre 
Harlow needed. 

“The first priority was to give 
housebound elderly residents at 
least one day out per week and it 
was planned to buy an ambulance 
with tail-lifts to accommodate 
wheelchair users. 

“The working party decided the day 
centre should be multi-functional, 
offering a warm welcome, 
appropriate services and activities 
and a restaurant to serve the varied 
needs of the then 14,000 retired 
residents. 

“When Leah Manning opened, it 
welcomed Members of Parliament, 
councillors, Social Services chiefs 
and architects around the UK. 
Virtually everyone said it was the 
best they had seen.” 

Mr Bill added: “It has served the 
town of Harlow’s retired residents 
well. It is unique in its field and is 
still one of Harlow’s crown jewels.”

Council 'must 
build homes'

HARLOW Council will fail to 
meet the housing needs of thou¬ 
sands of residents unless it takes 
advantage of new Government 
incentives for local authorities to 
build more homes, according to 
the town’s MP. 

More than 6,000 people are current¬ 
ly on the authority’s waiting list for a 
council property and Bill Rammell 
claims the situation will only get worse 
unless the ruling Tory administration 
embraces the plan. 

“We need to do everything we can to 
reduce the number of people in this town 
waiting for a council home and I think this 
announcement is the most positive news 
we have had in years,” he said. 

The proposals - due to come into effect 
in the next few months - will let councils 
borrow more money to fund building and 
also keep the proceeds from rentals and 
sales. 

The Government hopes this relaxation 
of the strict rules which have previously 
discouraged local authorities from adding 
to their social housing stock will ease the 
burden on waiting lists and help kick-start 
the faltering construction industry. 

“Too few council homes are currently 
built in the UK but these plans will give 
hope to those on council waiting lists, 
especially during the recession. 

“I will strongly urge Harlow Council to 
take advantage of the incentives on offer to 
increase the building of council homes.” 

A council spokesman told the Star: 
“The council is identifying the financial 
and practical implications of the announce¬ 
ment and will be working with its partners 
to formulate a response to this initiative. 

“It is committed to working in partner¬ 
ship to take opportunities to address the 
housing needs in Harlow.” 



OAP's gas-tly theft 


A PENSIONER was 
astonished to find crooks 
had stolen his gas meter. 
Maurice Lester (75) realised 
his Shawbridge home had no 
gas supply last week. After 
contacting neighbours, he 
called British Gas and a 
workman told him the meter 
had been taken.

“I just couldn’t believe it - it 
was a bit of a shock but I 
suppose there’s no point in 
crying about it, these things 
happen.”

A British Gas spokeswoman 
said she was not aware of a 
spate of thefts in the area but 
said it was a problem 
experienced by the entire gas 
industry throughout the 
country.

Court, The Orchard, was 
declared dead at the scene on the 
A414 Stanstead Abbotts bypass 
after his blue Ford Mondeo col¬ 
lided with a barrier. No other 
vehicles were involved. 

He had been travelling east at 


about 6.35pm. The road was 
closed in both directions 
between the Amwell roundabout 
and the Roy don Road junction 
until Monday afternoon because 
of damage to the barrier. 

An inquest into Mr McLeod’s 
death has been opened and 
adjourned by a Hertfordshire 
coroner. The cause of death, 
subject to confirmation, has 
been given as multiple injuries.

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Pair survive 
sea ordeal in 
large ice box 


YOU may have seen on 
television the incredible story of 
two fishermen who managed to 
survive for almost a month in 
shark-infested waters by floating 
in an ice box after their boat 
sank. 

The men, who are both in their 20s, 
were spotted by a coastal patrol 
aircraft and winched to safety by a 
helicopter. 

Their ordeal began when their 
fishing boat sank in heavy seas off 
the north coast of Australia a few 
days before Christmas. 

Nearly 20 of their fellow crew 


members drowned when the 
wooden boat capsized in a terrible 
storm, but the two men managed to 
cling onto a large ice box which had 
been used to store their catch. 

After being rescued, they were 
immediately taken to hospital. The 
good news is that they are 
recovering well. 

They will now be questioned by 
police who want to piece together 
the events leading up to their 
rescue. 

Investigators want to find out what 
the men ate and drank while in the 
ice box, which was about the same 
size as a large desk.

THE CURIOUS CASE OF BENJAMIN BUTTON 

certificate 12A, running time 2h45m 

BASED on a short story by F Scott 
Fitzgerald, The Curious Case Of 
Benjamin Button is the frontrunner at 
this year's Oscars with a hefty 13 
nominations. 

Were it not for Slumdog Millionaire, David 
Fincher's visually arresting, realist fable would 
probably sweep the board in a similar fashion 
to The English Patient. However, this 
technically dazzling epic still stands a good 
chance of cluttering the mantelpiece with 
golden statuettes. 

The film opens in a New Orleans hospital 
room where Caroline (Julia Ormond) 
watches as her elderly mother Daisy (Cate 
Blanchett) clings to life. To pass the time, 
Caroline reads from an extraordinary journal 
chronicling the life of the eponymous hero, 
starting with his birth in 1918. 

But the mewling infant looks like an old man, 
with ossified bones and wrinkled skin, and 
will apparently die within hours. When he is 
abandoned by his father in the dead of night, 
it is African-American retirement home nurse 
Queenie (Taraji P Henson) who raises him as 
her own. 

When Benjamin (Brad Pitt) is eventually 
strong and old enough to leave the retirement 
home, he seeks his fortune aboard a tugboat 
captained by a hard-drinking Irishman (Jared 
Harris) and finds romance with a beautiful 
ballet dancer who will pirouette her way into 
his heart. 

The Curious Case Of Benjamin Button recalls 
Forrest Gump, possessing the same scope 
and ambition as it juxtaposes an ordinary 
man's extraordinary escapades against a 
backdrop of 20th century American history. 
Digital trickery superimposes Pitt’s face onto 
the bodies of other actors until he is able to 
embrace the lead role entirely. He perfectly 
captures his character’s inner turmoil - the 
fear of forging emotional bonds because 
“while everybody else was ageing, I was 
getting younger all alone.”

The very weird way of the warrior 



SUKIYAKI WESTERN DJANGO 

(Contender Home Entertainment, 15, retail) 

It’s safe to say there’s no other director like Japan’s 
Takashi Miike, a real Renaissance man capable of 
turning his hand to family superhero adventures, 
musicals, insanely violent crime flicks such as Ichi 
The Killer or psychological horrors of almost 
unbearable intensity. 

Here he indulges in brash genre-mashing, fluttering 
down like some playful magpie to pluck the chief 
elements from both samurai films and westerns 
(virtually the same kind of movie anyway), sprinkling 
on a dash of gangster iconography and 
Shakespearean echoes before playing it for delirious, 
cartoonish laughs. 

What else to make of a film that boldly opens with 
Quentin Tarantino as the gunslinger Piringo, cooking 
up sukiyaki at a campfire on a luridly lit film set with a 
painted Mount Fuji on the blood-red canvas sky? 
There’s a story, of sorts, although following it isn’t 
crucial to your enjoyment since Miike often seems 
happy to throw in random ideas and images for no 
better reason than they’re fun to do or look cool. 

The plot of Yojimbo/A Fistful Of Dollars/Django/Last 
Man Standing (all, unwittingly or otherwise, 
adaptations of Dashiell Hammett’s fine Prohibition- 
era novel Red Harvest ) is roped in for the basic set¬ 
up, with an enigmatic stranger known only as 
‘Gunman’ arriving in an isolated town in which two 
gangs - the red Heike and white Genji - rule the roost 
in a brutal impasse while seeking a fabled treasure 
buried thereabouts. 

The laws of physics simply don’t apply, as gunslingers 
fire in perfect parabolas to shoot around corners and 
swordsmen are fast enough to bat bullets away; not 
to mention such oddly acceptable anachronisms a 
19th century cowboys with contemporary facial 
piercings and modes of dress. 

And with an all-Japanese cast speaking English in the 
manner of growled Italian dubbing, it’s impossible to 
tell where we are - is this a heavily Asian-populated 
corner of the Old West or a very westernised Japan? 
Does it even matter in a film whose sole mission is to 
be full-on, frantic fun from start to finish?

LIFE (SEASON 1) 

(Universal Playback, 15, retail) 

If, like me, you’re a lost cause twitching and Jonesing 
for another fix of The Shield (the greatest crime show 
ever) and The Wire , you’ll know how hard it is to 
unearth something different enough to hit the spot. 
Life satisfies on a variety of levels - it’s got a quirky 
sensibility, isn’t afraid to get up close to the 
unpleasantness, has a fascinating central character in 
Charlie Crews (Brit abroad Damian Lewis) and 
features a self-contained case in each episode while 
also letting slip a few more clues and details 
concerning the series’ major story arc. 

Crews is an LA cop, or at least was until he being 
convicted of an appalling crime and locked up for 12 
years of the hardest time imaginable, surviving the 
beatings and abuse with the aid of zen meditation 
until new evidence clears him and he settles for 
millions in compensation and his old job back. 


Why the hell would he want to go back to work 
anyway? Because there’s nowhere better to quietly 
piece together the conspiracy that sent him away in 
the first place. 

Lewis does a great job of playing Crews, making him 
credibly offbeat and randomly philosophical yet also a 
solid, intuitive cop; he’s a likeable loon, but at the 
same time gives just enough of a hint that, maybe, he 
really is unbalanced enough to have killed. 

He’s well matched by Sarah Shahi’s improbably hot 
cop Dani, a sober alcoholic and drug addict in 
recovery who’s partnered with Crews to a) punish her 
and b) find enough dirt for the force to be rid of him 
although, inevitably, she comes to grudgingly respect 
and even like him. 

This three-disc set features all 11 episodes plus extras 
including interviews, selected commentaries and 
features. Season two can’t come around fast enough.

WHICKER’S WORLD (VOLUME 2) 

(Network, E, retail) 

Chipper TV travel journalist Alan Whicker certainly 
got about, venturing to some truly godforsaken 
corners of the globe during the 1960s, 70s and ’80s 
with narry a ruffle of his immaculate blazer-and- 
slacks combo. 

In some respects, he’s a loose forerunner to the likes 
of Nick Broomfield and Louis Theroux, inasmuch as 
his non-confrontational manner buys him access and 
then allows him to get away with a degree of cheeky 
impertinence when the occasion requires it. 

The 10 shows on these two discs are from a variety of 
times (although just about all have a quietly hysterical 
credits sequence of Whicker enjoying slap-up service 
from the cabin crew) and serve as modest historical 
documents in their own right. 


The Aristocracy Business kicks things off with a 
downright hilarious series of interviews with several 
inbred-looking bluebloods and then it’s off to such 
fascinating locations such as the former barbarous 
French penal colony of Devil’s Island (from which 
one inmate escaped by murdering four others and 
tying their bodies together to form a raft), Hong 
Kong’s vanishing floating community, the start of 
building work at Disneyworld Florida, a gently 
collapsing Vienna, the harsh Aussie mining town of 
Coober Pedy, snow-blasted Anchorage and ex-pat 
Brits in LA, plus interviews with Ronnie Biggs’ wife 
Charmain and the Sultan of Brunei.

Region at the BATTS (Booth 
Academy of Table Tennis) 
centre in Elderfield at the 
weekend.
